The occupation of the Alt-Loennewitz airfield by M2G~15 
fighters was repeatedly confirmed. The field is occupied by two 
fighter regiments/ The fitting of radiating rods under the wings, as 
they are indistinctly seen on photographs, is reported for tne first 
time. It cannot bo judged whether the rods are the antennas oi an air- 
craft radar set. The superstructure on top of the wings, which was also 
reported for Ub first time, is possibly connected with the antennas, 8° 
such rods have so far been observed on photographs of 1110-15 jet .-lane..
